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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 54-56 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 54, "low ionization potential" renders 
the scope of the claim vague and indefinite. Applicant's argument, that examples of 
materials having low ionization potentials are given in the specification, and that one 
skilled in the art would know that a material having a low ionization potential is one 
having an ionization potential similar to that of the materials given as examples, is not 
convincing, since limitation from the specification are not read into the claims. It is 
indefinite as to whether a seed material having an ionization potential greater than that 
of alkali metals, alkaline earth metals and mercury, for example, would constitute seed 
materials having "low ionization potentials". Also in claim 54, there is no antecedent 
basis for "the seed material" in claim 51 . In claim 55, "alkali, alkaline earth metals" is 
indefinite since it is unclear as to whether "alkali" would modify "metals". In claim 52, 
there is no antecedent basis for "the seed material" in claim 52. In claim 58 "high 
surface area" is indefinite since "high" is a relative term. 

The Drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84 (o). The legends for Figures 5 
and 8A through 10B are disapproved since they are unclear and refer to the claims. 

Claims 1-53, 57 and 59-61 are allowed.
